Project On Schedule 
bid Opening Still 
Set For September 


Shelby Ka.-h, planning coor¬ 
dinator for the Morgan County 
Hospital Board, told the board 
at its Monday meeting that the 
proposed Morgan County Hos¬ 
pital is progressing on sche¬ 
dule. 

“Opening of construction bids 
is still st t for sometime in Sept¬ 
ember.” ne said. 

A minor hitch—expected to 
cause no difficulty — was re¬ 
ported b" Dr. Morris L. Pey ton, 
hospital board chairman. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Peyton, approval 
of the $1.5 million facility by 
the Cave Lun Area Health Plan¬ 
ning Committee has yet to be 
secured. 

Approval of the project is 
expected to he a mere formality, 
lie sir i. The Morgan County 
Hospital already has been ap¬ 
proved hv the area health com¬ 
mittee' narent body, the C.i\e 
Run Acer, Development ( ounen, 
and has been approved for fund¬ 
ing b. other state and fedora* 
agencies. 

Dr Peyton, Mr Kash, and 
Woodrow Stamper attended a 
meeting of the area health com¬ 
mittee two weeks ago and pre¬ 
sented facts and figures show¬ 
ing the great need for an area 
hospital at West Liberty and 
progress on the facility to date. 

Approval by the committee 
is expected next week. 

In a report back to the board, 
Woodrow Stamper told the 
group that the Appalachian Hos¬ 
pital System has confirmed it is 
definitely interested in operat¬ 
ing the new hospital at West 
Liberty and has expressed a 
willingness to either “manage 
the hospital entirely or help 
with any ether operational as¬ 
pect if the local board desires.” 

Addressing itself further to 
the problem of operating the 
50-bed facility, the board acted 
on a recommendation by Dr. 
Alec Spencer and agreed to ex¬ 
plore the possible advantage? 
of turning management of the 
hospital over to nuns of the 
Catholic Church. 

Final decision on management 
,.f the facility w'U rot he made 
hv the board until later and 
after mueh study 

In ether action, the hoard re- 
cotnmendpd to th n Fiscal Court 
that it nay Donald Shelton and 
Associates ef Lexir n ton an ad¬ 
vance ee of $10,000 for arch¬ 
itectural work rendered by the 
firm. 

The Shelton firm, whose total 
i fee will bo in excess of $75,000 
when the hospital is completed. 

I has committed itself to return 
the $10,000 payment in full 
'should unforsecn circumstances 
prevent construction of the fac 
ility. 

This money would he paid 
from the amount donated by 
citizens in a fund-raising drive 
a few weeks ago

Monitor Petroleum Corpora- j 
tion of Now York has hit pro ] 
mising reserves of natural gas 
in its deep-test well in eastern 
Elliott county as well as oil in 
a shallower sand. 

This was revealed Monday by 
Monitor president J. Donald 
Silberman from his New York 
office. 

And on Wednesday Monitor s 
geologist Bieck Strickland told 
this newspaper "We’ve hit a 
whale of a gas well — just what 
Elliott county has been waiting 
for.” 

Silberman said the gas flow 
was hit in the Ordovician below 
the St. Peter at a depth of about. 
4,600 feet. A drill-stem test was 
attempted, but the pressure 
blew out the packing before the 
test was completed. Silberman 
said the incomplete test showed 
a flow of over 1% million cubic 
feet, and he indicated that a 
true test would show a much 
bigger flow. 

He also told this newspaper I 
that drillers had hit a good show 
of oil in the Berea at a depth of 
between 1,000 and 1,200 feci. 
The Berea pay was cased off 
and drilling was continued. 

But Monitor plans to test the > 
oil pay with another well drill- j 
ed 150 feet to the west of the 
deep-test well. E. V. Tredway 
Engineering Co., West Liberty 
made location for No. 2 well | 
Monday and Monitor has con-1 
traded with Ben Scott of Lib¬ 
erty to drill the Berea well. Loca. ] 
tion is 150 feet up Ison Creek i 
from Well No. 1, the deep-test 
well. 

Monitor president Silberman 
can to Elliott county Wednes¬ 
day noon. He said that “judging 
from the drill-stem test, this is 
a pretty good well.” and added, 
“It is the first time anyone has 
hit gas in commercial quantities 
in the Pre-Cambrian.” 

The Pre-Cambrian is at the 
top of the basement rock or 
granite. 

Monitor’s deep-test is on the 
Cecil Ison farm at the mouth of 
Ison Creek on Little Fork at j 
Stephens in eastern Elliott. 

The well was started in mid- i 
April. And drilling is being con- ] 
t'nued around the clock Moni- ] 
tor plans to drill to the base¬ 
ment rock and has estimated [ 
the depth at 8.500 feet or more j 
at that location. 

S'1b"rman said Wednesdav 
drillers were down past 7.500' 
feet, and “we have about 800 1 
to 1 000 feet to go to our total | 
depth.” Hr estimated the w n 11 
wo”ld be finished in about two 
weeks. 

Monitor’s geologist. Bieck 
Strickland, indicated the Ison 
de°o-tost well was in trough 
and termed it a “big discover.” 

The deep test is being drilled 
through a farmout agreement 
with Ashland Oil. which origin- 
fdlv owned the Ison lease, and 
with Sun Oil and Pennzoil. 

The deco-test was termed a 
“tight hole" and no official re¬ 
port was given out until this J 
week. “It’s still a ‘tight hole', 
but we feel we have something 
big: and we have been waiting 
to release the information in or¬ 
der to be sure of leased acre¬ 
age" said Strickland.

Coffee's 1970 assessment of 
Morgan County real estate 
totals $25,940,362. an increase 
of $773,313 over the 1969 as¬ 
sessment. 

A comparison of the four 
types of real estate in ques¬ 
tion shows the following— 

Farm Land and Improve¬ 
ments—assessed by Coffee at 
$15,688,295, an increase of 
$374,290 over 1969. State 
wants this increased by 7,- 
239.449. 

Residential (lots and im¬ 
provements)—assessed by 
Coffee at $6,226,275, an in¬ 
crease of $330,410 over 1969. 
State wants this increased by 
$1,269,736. 

Residential (rural, non¬ 
farm)—assessed by Coffee at 
SI.848,660, an increase of 
$100,125 over 1969. State wants 
this increased by $772,832. 

Commercial and Industrial 
—assessed by Coffee at $2,- 
109.800. an increase of $69,100 
ever 1969. State wants this 
increased by $627,859. 

Coffee's 1970 assessment of 
all types of property in Mor¬ 
gan county totals $33,033,713, 
an increase of $1,395,697. or 
4.2 percent, over the 1969 
assessment of $31,638,016. 


Morgan County Tax Com¬ 
missioner Harry Coffee said 
this week he has been in¬ 
formed by the Department of 
Revenue that the department 
figures Morgan county real 
estate is assessed at only 
70.52 percent of its “fair cash 
value” for 1970 taxes, and 
that the department is seek¬ 
ing to get assessment of real 
estate raised by nearly $13 
million in the county. 

The State Department of 
Revenue has refused to ap¬ 
prove Coffee’s 1970 assess¬ 
ment and has asked that he 
re-work the real estate assess¬ 
ments and bring them up to 
“lair cash value” betore it 
will approve his recapitula¬ 
tion of the county’s assess¬ 
ment for 1970. 

The State department. Coffee 
says, seeks to have assess¬ 
ments of four classes of real 
estate in Morgan increased a 
total of $9,909,876, as fellows— 
farm lands and improvements 
by $7,239,449; residential lots 
and improvements by $1,269.- 
736; non-farm residential pro¬ 
perty by $772,832, and com- 


Preliminary census figures 
released this week by the U. 
S. Census Bureau reveal that 
Morgan County has suffered 
a population decrease of 1,320 
since the 1960 census. 

According to James D. 
Nickell, District Census Su¬ 
pervisor of Ashland, the pre¬ 
liminary figures show Mor¬ 
gan’s current population is 
9.736, compared with 11,056 
in 1960. 

No population figures were 
ieleased for West Liberty, 
but local census officials have 
indicated that the town has 
increased in population since 
the 1960 count. 

The Census Bureau will 
commence in the fall of 1970 
to publish official population 
figures for all areas in the 
United States—states, coun¬ 
ties, cities, towns, and villages.

Since the court of 
appeals ruling that requires 
property be assessed at 100% 
of fair value, the Estill Fiscal 
Court had reduced the tax 
rate from $2.35 in 1965 to 
only 53.9 cents per $100 of 
assessed value now.
